I. 

INTRODUCTORY. 
Among the multitude of school books for 
instruction in the various branches of practi- 
cal knowledge, there appears to be no strictly 
elementary work on parliamentary law. The 
author proposes in the following formulas, to 
advance the student, young or old, step by 
step, from simple to complex forms of prac- 
tice. By this gradation, students will be 
enabled to begin at a point to which their 
previous knowledge has led them, and to 
devote their time to the study of the part 
with which they are not familiar. All that the 
reader will be asked to commit to memory 
will be the names of preferred questions in 
the order of their precedence. It will be 
well for this to be done at the outset, as it 
will relieve the student of much embarrass- 
ment. They are as follows :

Subjects of Privilege, Questions of Order, 

and Incidental Questions are all collective 
terms coming up in different forms. 

For the purpose of drill, combining theory 
and practice, several should unite. Each 
provided v^rith a copy of the formulas, should 
take a character, and all should go through 
with their parts carefully. If necessary, 
each may take two or more characters. It 
is well to repeat the same formulas with 
characters changed, until all are familiar 
with it. A regular system of changing char- 
acters should be adopted. This will afford 
each in turn an opportunity to preside, and 
also to keep the minutes. Both of these exer- 
cises will greatly assist the student. The 
Clerk should endeavor to keep the minutes — 
omitting speeches — without reference to the 
formula. Afterward the minutes and for- 
mula should be compared. Where forms of 
essays and debate occur, the student should 
substitute original matter. After sufficient 
progress is made, the class should extem- 
porize their proceedings covering familiar 
ground, but it is better not to advance be- 
yond the formulas which they have rehears- 
ed. During such extemporized proceedings. 
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all should be ou the alert. To each stu- 
dent we would say : Be critical, and 
be prompt to raise questions of order. Do 
not forget, however, that perfect composure 
and self - control, together with uniform 
courtesy, are the chief elements of success. 
Do not hesitate to take part. Speak, if you 
say but two words, and sit down. Next 
time you may be able to say more ; but each 
time study to be composed. If students, 
young or old, will persevere with their 
meetings, each with a determination to take 
part, success will be the result. To keep up 
the interest, the same precision and formali- 
ty must be observed as in the miiitary or 
calisthenic drill. By common consent, cer- 
tain informalities are permitted in assem- 
blies, but these will be readily understood 
and practiced without drill. 

The student should never carry his hyper- 
critical practice outside of the drill roonu 
He, who in ordinary assemblies constantly 
displays bis knowledge by raising minor 
questions, usually has the credit of display- 
ing all he possesses. It may also be observed 
that those who wield the most influence are 
not those who speak the most frequently. 

The golden rule of Parliamentary law 
is : Be not captious in the enforcement of 
rules upon others, but submit cheerfully to 
their strict application to yourself.

We might discuss topics of interest 
to all, such as sanitary questions, political 
economy, finance, tariff, etc.*' 

Chairman. ** Any further remarks ? Mr. 
Makepeace, will you give us your views ? ' ' 

Mr. Makepeace. — {Rising. ) — * * Mr. Chair- 
man, the motion meets my approval. I 
have often desired to know more of Par- 
liamentary law. I once belonged to a de- 
bating society, which broke up, chiefly be- 
cause we did not understand the best method 
of conducting it. There is always one right 
way of doing a thing, and many wrong 
ways. When we are ignorant, we are quite 
likely to adopt a wrong way. I have heard 
it truly remarked that the arena has given 
way to the forum. I have observed with 
pleasure that not unfrequently national dis- 
putes are settled by arbitration. The ad- 
justment of difficulties between Great Britain 
and our own country furnishes a conspicuous 
example. I trust the time will come when 
we shall have an International Congress, 
which, together vrith extended commerce, 
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shall so unite the people of the whole world, 
that all difficulties may be settled without 
recourse to war. We are told, that in order 
to be a successful parliamentarian, a person 
must have full government of himself. He 
who loses his temper must fail, in a great 
measure, in his attempt to influence others. 
The greatest of all personal achievements is 
to govern oneself. Free discussion is a great 
safety valve. Had it been permitted through- 
out the entire country, neither slavery, 
nor the war of the rebellion could have been 
so long maintained. For one, I should be 
pleased to hear from Mr. Firman. ' ' 

Chairman. * ' Mr, Firman, you are called 
for. ' ' 

Mr. Fimxan, —^Rising. ) * * Mr. Chair- 
man, my sentiments have already been ex- 
pressed. I agree most fully with the re- 
marks just made. Tou may depend upon 
it, I will aid this project all I can. ' * 

Chairman. * * Mr. Goodenough, shall we 
hear from you?" 

Mr. Goodenough, * ' I have nothing to 
add to what has already been said. ' ' 

Chairman. * * Mr. Frost ? ' ' 

Mr. Frost. * * Mr. Chairman, the maxim 
is : * Old men for counsel, and young men 
for war. ' For one, I should like to hear 
from our Chairman. ' * 

Chairman. — {Rising, ) * * Although it is 
not strictly parliamentary for a chairman 
to engage in debate on a pending ques- 
tion, since you have called upon me, 
you will perhaps permit a little inform- 
ality, as we are not fully organ- 
ized. It affords me pleasure to see and to 
assist young people engaging in the pursuit 
of useful knowledge. None of us should feel 
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that we are too old to learn, but, that which 
is learned in youth is much more perfectly- 
retained through life. I have often won- 
dered that in a republic, like ours, where 
the people are sovereigns, and where so 
much intelligence abounds, parliamentary 
law should be so little understood. Indeed, 
it seems to be the exception, when we see 
the business of a convention transacted in 
accordance with parliamentary law. The 
tendency is, however, toward improvement. 
Modern works on the subject are much bet- 
ter adapted to the wants of the student than 
those formerly in use : so, he who w ould keep 
pace with the times, must inform himself. 
In this age of the world, we have not only 
national, state and local legislatures, but 
we have conventions for almost every con- 
ceivable object. Nearly every important 
business or trade has its conventioas. Then 
there are political, religious, moral and san- 
itary conventions. Every intelligent person 
IS liable to be called upon to preside at some 
kind of a meeting. The right to vote in a 
country like ours, is attended with duties. 
It is the duty of every voter to attend habit- 
ually his party caucus. The neglect to do 
this by well-meaning people, is one great 
cause of the election of inefficient and dis- 
honest officials. Their selection is often left 
to unscrupulous politicians. One reason hon- 
est people shun the caucuses is because they 
are unacquainted with the proper method of 
conducting the business of an assembly, so 
that, at many of the primary meetings, 
trickery and bluster cari'y the day against 
the wishes of the well-disposed. It may 
be laid down as a self-evident proposition 
that an enduring republic must have as 
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its foundation a good public school system. 
I may safely add that one of the most uu- 
portant subjects to be taught in the schools 
of a republic, is parliamentary law. Yet 
it is wholly neglected. That we may have 
competent lawyers and doctors, we have our 
law and medical schools and colleges. For 
the various trades we have our schools of 
technology. For the instruction of aspirants 
for the ministry, we have our theological 
seminaries. To educate young people for 
business, we have om* business colleges. 
Monarcldcal governments, whose strength lies 
in their standing armies, give the strictest 
attention to their drill and education in mili- 
tary tactics. If we desire to see the stand • 
ing army fully supplanted in this country by 
the field of debate, should we not give more 
attention to drill in parliamentary than in 
military tactics? 

' ^ Again, it is well known that most mem- 
bers of Congress exert but little influence in 
that body until they have been members for 
two or three terms, "We have 401 mem- 
bers, which, at $5,000 each per year for 
Representatives, and $5,000 each per year 
for Senators, noakes ah annual expense to 
this country for members' salaries, of over 
$2,000,000. Add lo this a large sum for 
mileage and other expenses, and it will be 
seen that it is a costly parliamentary school, 
considering the number of pupils educated. 
These, and other considerations lead me to 
say that if you would exercise a full measure 
of power in the community in which you 
dwell, make yourselves thoroughly ac- 
quainted by study and drill, with parlia- 
mentary law. ' ' 

Mr. Sloman, — {Rising. ) ' * Mr. Chairmeui. " 
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Chairman. * ' Mr. Sloman. ' * 

-Mr. Sloman, * * I have been an Interested 
listener to all the proceedings this evening, 
and must say that the remarks of the last 
speaker deeply impressed me.

CONSTITUTION. 
Article I.— Organization. 

Sec. 1. — Name. This Society shall be 
called the Students ' Congress. 

Sec. 2. Its Object shall be the mutual 
improvement of its members, more especially 
by the study and practice of Parliamentary 
law. 

Article II. — Membership. 

Sec. 1. — Election. Any person may be 
admitted to membership by a majority vote. 

Sec. 2. — Fee. Each person on joining, 
shall contribute to this Congress a book of 
his own selection. 

Article III.— Officers. 

Sec. 1. — Titles. The officers of this 
Congress shall be a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, two Secretaries and a Treasurer. 

Sec. 3. Elections shall be by written 
ballot and a majority vote, with or without 
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iiiOminatioD, and shall take place at the first 
regular meeting in January, and each alter- 
nate month thereafter. Officers shall take 
their places at the close of each election, and 
shall serve until their successors are elected. 

Sec. 3. Appointments pro tempore of of- 
ficers to fill vacancies, shall be made by the 
presiding officer. 

Sec. 4. — ^Duties. Each officer shall per- 
form the duties usually devolving upon his 
position. 

Article IV.— Laws, 

Sec. 1. Special. Laws may be adopted 
or changed at any time by majority vote.

THE PREVIOUS QUESTION. 

This question illustrates the changes which 
have taken place in this country in parlia- 
mentary methods. The English use of the 
Previous Question was to suppress the 
question before the house instead of the 
debate upon it. Its present use in this 
country is to shut off debate . When this is 
done, all further Subsidary questloDS are 
excluded, except to Lay on the Table, and 
Quesiions of Order and /\ppeal. Further in- 
cidental questions are also cut olf, except 
the motion to Excuse from Voiiog, to Take 
the Teas and Nays, and to Open and Close 
nominations. When not otherwise voted 
this question applies to the main question 
with all its Preferred Questions. If it pleases 
the assembly it may be applied to a subsi- 
diary question separate from the mair ques- 
tion. Wher both propositions are presented, 
the question is first taken on the greater, and 
if that fails, then on the lesser question. 
The old form of stating this question, * Shall 
the main question be now put? " is confusing 
to many people, because if carried and if 
there are amendments pending, these are 
put first. * * Shall the debate now close ? " is 
the form which is meeting with favor. 

This question is useful in saving time when 
a subject has been thoroughly discussed. It is 
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also useful in preventing unprofitable discus- 
sions. It should, however, be used with judg- 
ment. Important arguments are sometimes 
first presented toward the close of a lengthy- 
discussion. This question is used by the 
United States House of Representatives, but 
not by the United States Senate. The latter 
body is much smaller than the former, and 
besides the Senators are thus thrown more 
upon their dignity regarding discussions. It 
might be well for every member of a deliber- 
ative body to assume the dignity of a Sena- 
tor, and consider well the Previous Ques- 
tion. It might save much valuable time, and 
save inconsiderate members from censure for 
talking too much. And in private life how 
important To Close Debate, before somo 
unkind word has escaped, which never can 
be recalled. In many instances it were better 
To Close Debate before it commences. Some 
writer has well said that if speech is silver, 
silence is often golden. Then let us learn a 
lesson from our experience at our Congress, 
which shall always serve us both in public 
and private life, and lead us always to re- 
member the Previous Question.

COMMUNICATIONS AND NEW BUSINESS. 

President. Our drill has been in connec- 
tion with our usual business. This evening 
it is to have special reference to Questions of. 
Order. A communication upon this subject 
is expected from Miss Culver, to whom we 
shall be pleased to listen. 

Miss Culver reads : 

Questions of Order are liable to arise at 
any time in a deliberative body. Their proper 
disposition is not only essential to the peace 
of the presiding officer, but to the harmony 
of the assembly. The motion To Lay on the 
Table is the only Subsidiary Question which 
outranks a Question of Order. When a 
question is before the assembly — whether or 
not there are Preferred Questions pending 
— and a Question of Order is raised, the 
whole subject may be removed by the adop- 
tion of a motion To Lay on the Table. If 
the subject should afterward be taken up, 
the Question of Order would then be the first 
question to decide. When a motion To Lay 
on the Table is made, a Question of Order 
may be applied to that motion, and when so 
applied it must be first settled. A Question 
of Order, though properly classified as a Sub- 
sidiary Question, partakes of the nature of 
a Privileged Question, because it may be ap- 
plied to any other question. When a Ques- 
tion of Order ia raised it may be submitted 
bjp the Chair to the assembly ; otherwise the

Chair must decide it. The decision of the 
Chair is subject to Appeal. A member who 
is called to order should take his seat until 
the Question of Order is decided, after 
which, if he has not violated the rules of 
decorum, and if remarks are then in order, 
he may proceed. A second Question of Or- 
der cannot be raised until the first has been 
settled. 

Unless the subject is deferred the Question 
of Order must be raised on the same day 
that the cause of it is presented. An ex- 
ception is made in case the Question of Or- 
der should involve a question of law. 

The best form for the Chairman to use in 
presenting an Appeal is : * * Shall the deci- 
sion of the Chair be reversed ?' ' In any form 
it may be put, the decision is sustained un- 
less a majority votes against it. The Ques- 
tion of Order is permitted, to facilitate the 
transaction of business. He who is forever 
trying to find some trivial pretext for raising 
Questions of Order, uses this question for a 
pur )ose directly opposite to that for which it 
was designed. Of course an exception is 
made in organizations of the character of 
ours. In private life the Question of Order 
ia of no less importance than in deliberative 
bodies. We shouM be ever on the alert to 
raise Questions of Order about ourselves, and 
we should not consider them fully settled 
until we have taken an appeal to our con- 
sciences. Doubtless in this way we might 
save ourselves and others much trouble and 
vexation.
